DRINK NO RAW MILK. 


Claim That Many Infectious Dis- 
eases Can Thus Be Escaped 


In view of the fact that innumer- 
able essays, discussions in medica 
and lay societies, monographs and 
other literature on the purification 
of milk have appeared during the 
last twenty years it becomes matter 
for surprise if not concern to be in- 

‘ formed by so reliable an, authority 
as the Boston Medical and Surgical! 
Journal in its last issue that epi- 

_femics of milk-borne diseases are 
on the increase. It is stated that 
800 cases of scarlet fever and 1,000 
cases of tonsilitis were reported in 
Boston Whree years ago, and that 
typhoid fever has‘ visited that city 
‘and its environs five. times in as 
many months, and two epidemics of 
dangerous sore throat in two years.

Tt is finished.”’—Jobn, xix., 30. 
Here are the last words of Jesus, 
aceording to the record of St. John. 
» When the Nazarene had ‘received 
the vinegar,”’ so the narrative runs, 
"He said, ‘It in finished; and He 
bowed Hix head and gave up the 
*pirit.”’ . 
From one point of view there is 
a dreadful irony in these dying 
.words of the Master. For could 
anything be more utterly unfinished 
than the life of Jesus! A young 
man only a little over thirty years 
of age~a public ministry which at 
the very most could not have ex- 
three years-a wonderful 
work of-individual and social re- 
demption cut short, without any- 
thing tanglible or permanent ac- 
complithed—a noble spirit blotted 
out almost before it had begun to 
reveal its radiant splendor to the 
world! What could be more incom- 
plete than this? And, to those who 
witnessed the tragedy, what could 
have been more pitiful? 
All this is true, of course! And 
_ yet it is also true, as I believe, that 
the life of Jesus, exactly as He said 
in His last agony, was 
A “Finished” Life! 
Is not His career a perfect demon- 
stration of the fact, which it is all 
too easy to forget or to ignore, that 
human life, in the last analysis, is 


apeak true, right wrong, follow the 
King,’ as Tennyson puts it—and 
this can be done as well in a day as 
in a century.

ed one single bour of high thought, 
noble action, devoted sacrifice, 
stands complete just as it is, regard 
less of whether it has attained one 
year or the Psalmist’s span of sev 
enty.

Packing Produce for Market. 


Packing is equally as important 
as any of the other operations in- 
yolved in the preparation of fruits 
and vegetables for market.

750,000. Illiterates constitute 83 
per cont, of the total population, 
The region that gives the smallest 
percentage of illiteracy is Pied~ 
mont, with 11 per cent., while the

CITY FOLKS’ SMALL HEARTS. 


| Professor Nicolai Says They Don’t 
Take Enough Exercise. 


_ German scientists are taking a 
deep interest in sports, not in the 
way of participation, but as a 
study. They are seeking to learn 
exactly where the benefit ceases 
and the harm begins; for while it 
is not known that sports are bene- 
ficial to a certain degree and also 
harmful to excess, it is not known 
just. where. one should draw the 
— 

From their investigations thus 
far it is not going to be very easy 
for any one to draw such a line for 
general observance. The trouble is 
that some can stand more violent 
exercise than others. 

Probably the simplest method for 
anyone to adopt to determine just 
how far they can go in sports that 
involve rather violent exercise is.to 
first také their pulse before enter- 
ing into the sport; then, after the 
game, such as a compétition in 
golf or tennis or wrestling or box- 
ing, take the pulse again. It will 
have naturally increased. At the 
end of fifteen minutes take the 
pulse again. If it has returned to 
normal—that is, to what-it was be- 
fore the exercise was commenced— 
you can stand such exercise with- 
out any ill effects. If your pulse 
has not returned. to its normal 
beats the exercise was too violent 
for you. 

Professor -Nicolia declared that 
the pulse. should resume its nor- 
mal beat within: fifteen minutes af- 
ter every sort of exercise, other- 
wise. physical troubles, especially 
with the heart, will develop. 

‘‘Statistical data show,’’ declar- 
ed Professor Nicolia, “‘that town 
dwellers and domestic animals have 
|comparatively small hearts. This is 
| because they do not take sufficient 
exercise. Bodily exercise should 
be continued only so long as it is 
possible to breathe with the mouth

In fifty years a sin- 
gle lumber merchant can deprive 
the race of soil that required 10,000 
lyears to form.
